OF  THE  RICHMOND  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1965. 

The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of 

Health. 

Once  again  the  vital  statistics  may  be  considered  satisfactory, 
the  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  -  458  compared 
with  476  in  the  year  1964?  and  the  birth  rate  (corrected  by  the 
Comparability  Factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General),  at  20.65  is 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  18.1.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births  was  15  compared  with  25  in  1964* 

The  death  rate  (again  corrected  by  the  Comparability  Factor)  at 
10.10  (10.19  in  1964)  compares  with  the  National  Rate  at  11. 5. 

There  were  six  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  of 
the  deaths  three  were  under  one  week  of  age.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  at  13*10  is  lower  than  the  National  Rate  at  19.0.  Prematurity 

still  remains  the  main  cause  for  these  infantile  deaths. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths 
during  the  year.  Still  births  at  25-31  are  higher  than  the  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  at  15.7. 

On  considering  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  -  131?  the 
male  deaths  at  80  were  higher  than  the  total  for  1964  (73)?  female  deaths 
51  was  the  same  total  as  in  1964. 

The  main  causes  of  death  were 5-  heart  diseases  with  38  deaths, 
(33  in  1964)?  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  16  deaths 
(22  in  1964)?  and  cancer  30?  (23  in  1964)?  and  respiratory  disease  other 
than  tuberculosis  14  (8  in  1964)* 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  as  in  1964* 

Three  hundred  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  in  the 
District  during  the  year  compared  with  247  in  1964*  The  increase  was 
mainly  due  to  the  larger  number  of  measles  occurring  during  the  year,  268 
compared  with  208  in  1964*  During  the  year  1965?  there  were  4  cases  of 
whooping  cough  compared  with  10  in  1964*  Immunisation  against  this 
disease  is  offered  to  babies  along  with  immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
and  it  is  hoped  eventually,  it  will  be  as  successful  as  that  against 
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diphtheria,  of  which  there  were  no  cases  during  the  year.  One  case 
of  scarlet  fever  was  notified  in  1965 .  Fourteen  cases  of  dysentery 
were  notified  in  the  year,  compared  with  2  in  1964,  and  two  cases  of 
acute  pneumonia. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  in  this 
District  during  the  year. 

Five  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year 
compared  with  eleven  cases  in  1964. 

There  were  six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  in 
1965 f  compared  with  nine  in  1964*  There  were  no  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  notified  during  1965  as  in  1964.

Sanitation. 

The  Council  has  carried  on  with  its  policy  of  improving  the 
health  and  comfort  amenities  throughout  the  District  so  far  as  it  is 
able. 

The  water  supply  throughout  the  year  has  been  wholesome  and 
adequate  and  is  supplied  by  the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board, 
with  the  exception  of  some  isolated  properties,  all  of  which  have  their 
own  sources.  Although  sampling  of  the  water  supplies  is  still  carried 
on  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  Officers 
of  the  Water  Board  also  started  a  routine  sampling  programme. 

Progress  in  the  provision  of  sewers  throughout  the  District  has 
been  somewhat  slower,  although  the  preparation  of  schemes  for  the 
villages  of  Dalton,  Gayles  and  Hast  Layton  were  completed  during  the 
year,  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  early  in  1966.  The  proposed 
scheme  for  the  village  of  Caldwell  was  further  delayed  by  difficulties  in 
obtaining  a  site  for  the  sewage  disposal  works.  The  most  urgent  need 
from  the  public  health  point  of  view  remains  the  sewering  of  the 
Scurragh  Lane  area  of  the  village  of  Skeeby.  Here,  the  Council  has 
made  strenuous  efforts  to  provide  a  sewerage  system,  but  delays  have 
been  experienced  due  to  the  doubts  concerning  future  development  in  the 
area,  and  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  land  for  the  site  of  the  proposed 
sewage  disposal  works  which  will  serve  not  only  Scurragh  Lane,  but  will 
replace  the  present  inadequate  works  now  serving  the  rest  of  the 
village.  The  nuisance  in  an  open  gutter  in  Scurragh  Lane  itself  has 
been  minimised  by  the  piping-in  of  part  of  the  gutter,  the  regular 
removal  of  any  ponding,  and  the  use  of  disinfectants  and  deodorants. 
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...  A..^uGr  tvren hre' e  houses  were  provided  with  modern 
amenities  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants.

•p •  end  of  1^65?  Sixty-eight  houses  on  the  Council's 

Piper  Hill  ^state  at  Colburn  were  occupied.  This  scheme,  which  was 
originally  to  provide  two  hundred  and  eight  houses,  flats  and 
bungalows,  together  with  shopping  precinct,  doctor's  surgery, 
recreational  facilities,  is  the  most  ambitious  yet  tackled  by  the 
Council o  The  erection  of  twenty  of  the  houses  to  be  let  at 
economic  rents  proved  so  successful,  that  the  Council  decided  to 
provide  an  additional  twenty  such  houses,  leaving  no  doubt  that  there 
is  a  need  for  this  type  of  development  in  the  District.  in  addition 
to  this  Sstate,  eighteen  houses  and  bungalows  were  erected  at  Tunstall 
and  a  further  four  at  Moulton.  5

i ..  ,  ,  T^e  seve^  unsatisfactory  samples  taken  from  the  public  supply  were 
all  taken  from  different  areas  of  the  District.  In  two  cases  the  fault 
was  traced  to  break-downs  in  the  chlorinators  concerned.  Three  cases 
were. due  to  a  rapid  thaw  which  affected  one  of  the  springs.  This  spring 
was  immediately  disconnected  and  follow-up  samples  were  found  to  be 
excellent.  so  far  as  the  remaining  two  samples  are  concerned  no ^reason 
was  found  for  the  pollution,  but  follow-up  samples  revealed  that  the 
pollution  had  righted  itself. 
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5#  (Contd.) 

Of  the  twenty-five  suspiouous  and  unsatisfactory  samples 
thirteen  were  from  private  sources,  and  as  a  result  of  these  samples 
owners  were  advised  to  provide  treatment  for  the  water,  all  of  which 
were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Pour  samples  were  taken  from  a 
private  supply  at  Marske  and  following  representation  to  the  owner  of 
the  property  concerned  was  immediately  connected  to  the  mains  supply. 

The  remaining  seven  samples  were  taken  from  the  Parish  of 
St#  Martins.  This  system  which  supplies  thirty-eight  properties  is 
owned  hy  a  local  farmer,  the  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  paying 
an  annual  sum  for  the  right  to  abstract  water  from  the  supply. 

Following  the  results  of  these  bad  samples,  the  Northallerton  and  the 
Dales  Water  Board  was  approached  with  a  view  to  a  mains  supply  being 
installed.  This  was  agreed  by  the  Board,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
this  scheme  will  be  included  in  the  next  financial  year. 

6.  Action  Taken  in  Respect  of  Contamination. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  notifies  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  by  telephone  immediately  any  sample  is  found  to  be  contaminated, 
the  result  being  confirmed  by  the  official  report  as  usual.  The 
Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Water  Board  is  immediately  informed,  and  his 
investigations  are  duly  reported  to  the  Council.

the  Scurragh  Lane  area  of  the  Parish  of  Skeeby,  and  in  July  the  Council 
approved  proposals  for  the  sewering  of  Scurragh  Lane  and  the  provision  of 
a  new  sewage  disposal  works  not  only  for  Scurragh  Lane,  but  for  the  whole 
village  of  Skeeby.  This  scheme  has  been  considerably  delayed  pending 
decisions  on  the  future  development  of  the  area,  and  also  difficulty  in 
acquiring  land  for  the  site  of  the  proposed  sewage  works.  It  is 
anticipated  that  19 66  will  see  more  progress  in  the  elimination  of  the 
serious  public  health  nuisance  in  this  area.  The  Council  has  taken 
such  steps  as  are  reasonable  to  contain  this  nuisance  by  piping-in  part 
of  an  open  gutter,  pumping  out  ponds  of  foul  water,  and  the  use  of 
disinfectants  and  deodorants.

9.  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

With  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes,  many  properties  are 
converting  the  old  privy  and  chemical  closets  to  water  carriage.  The 
Council  assists  property  owners  in  this  v/ork  by  means  of  Conversion  Grants 
and  during  1965?  ^en  such  grants  were  made.  Twentythree  more  conversions 
were  carried  out  by  means  of  Improvement  and  Standard  Grants,  and  as  these 
latter  grants  are  instrumental  in  obtaining  not  only  waiter  closets,  but 
hot  water  systems,  baths  and  wash-basins,  this  type  of  aid  is  much  more 
satisfactory.  With  this  in  view,  the  Council  decided  that  full  modern 
amenities  are  to  be  pressed  for,  and  privy  conversion  grants  are  only 
normally  paid  in  cases  where  it  is  not  practicable  to  provide  a  bath, 
wash-basin,  sink,  hot  water  supply  and  food  store  by  reason  of  restricted 
space,  inability  to  pay,  age  of  applicant,  or  where  these  facilities  are 
already  provided. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

10.  Refuse  Collection  Service. 

This  service  is  operated  by  direct  labour  administered  by  the 
Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  On  the  1st  April,  1965,  the  Council 
completely  re-organised  the  refuse  collection  service,  the  previously 
weekly  kerbside  collection  being  replaced  by  a  weekly  back-door  collection 
service,  at,  of  course,  an  increased  cost.

In  addition,  with  effect  from  the  same  date  the  Council  took 
over  the  responsibility  of  refuse  collection  throughout  Catterick  Camp

Registration  -  It  was  found  necessary  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to 
visit  all  premises  in  the  District  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  may  have  required  registration  under  the  Act.  This 
was  felt  to  be  advisable  in  view  of  the  under-publicising  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Act.  The  value  of  such  visits  can  be  assessed  by 
the  number  of  premises  registered  during  the  year.  These  premises, 

3 6  out  of  a  total  on  the  register  of  97?  were  not  nowly-oomnenced 
businesses,  but  merely  premises,  the  occupiers  of  which  were  completely 
unaware  of  their  responsibilities. 

Administration  -  Another  striking  feature  revealed  during  the  visits 
made  in  1965?  was  the  ignorance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  particularly 
with  regard  to  the  notification  of  accidents.  Whilst  the  Public  Health 
Staff  does  try  to  spread  the  gospel  during  visits,  the  volume  of  their 
other  duties  does  not  leave  much  time  for  educational  work  of  this 
nature,  and  it  is  possible  that  more  national  publicity  will  be  needed. 

Lighting  -  It  is  unfortunate  that  no  lighting  standard  was  laid  down 
at  the  same  time  as  other  requirements.  It  would  have  been  much  more 
emphatic  if  owner s/occupiers  of  premises  could  have  been  been  appraised 
of  the  total  short-comings  of  their  premises  during  an  initial  survey. 

As  it  is,  there  is  little  doubt  that  when  a  lighting  standard  is 
provided,  some  owners  will  be  aggrieved  that  after  having  completed 
the  initial  out  standing  items  they  may  subsequently  be  faced  with 
additional  expense  relating  to  improved  lighting. 

Sanitary  Accommodation  -  The  Regulations  are,  generally,  reasonable, 
but  it  is  felt  that  the  provision  of  only  one  W. C.  where  not  more  than 
five  persons  of  mixed  sex  are  employed  is  rather  on  the  low  side.  In 
fact,  many  proprietors  have  already  provided  separate  sanitary 
accommodation  where  less  than  five  are  employed  as  a  matter  of  course, 
and  possibly  future  legislation  may  improve  this  standard  to  one  W. C. 
for  each  sex  where  three  or  more  are  employed.

One  hundred  and  thirty  visits  were  made  to  these  sites,  during 
which  fourteen  contraventions  of  licenses  were  remedied. 

24*  Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  swimming  pools  in  the  Council's  District  and  both 
are  situated  on  Crown  Land  at  Catterick  Camp.  One  is  an  open-air  pool 

owned  by  the  War  Department,  and  information  in  respect  of  this  cannot  be 
obtained  from  the  Military  Authority. 

The  second  is  an  indoor  pool  ovaied  by  Sandes  Soldiers  Home.  This 
is  well  maintained  and  under  military  supervision  in  respect  of  hygiene. 

River^wal F  thy.p0°1  ;fr°m  the  War  Department  supply  obtained  from  the 
River  Swale ,  and  is  treated  by  pressure  filtration  and  chlorination 

circulation  of  the  water  being  continuous  through  the  filter  and 

chlorinator,  and  a  total  change  is  made  once  each  season.  Samples  of 

water  for  analytical  examination  are  taken  frequently  by  the  military 

authority ,  and  a  report  of  the  results  given  to  the  manager  of  the  swimming 

pool  only  if  unsatisfactory.  Ho  adverse  report  was  received  during  1965!
